1. Hach person whose name has been entered upon the Register of 
Registered Practitioners shall be entitled to receive from the Registrar a 
certificate of Registration, which certificate shall set forth the full name of 
the person registered, his address, the date and place of registration and the 
qualifications in respect of which he has been registered. The certificate 
shall be in the form entered in the Appendix.

2. No application for a duplicate certificate of original registration in 
the Register of Registered Practitioners shall be entertained unless it be 
accompanied by a declaration made by the applicant setting forth the facts 
of the case and stating that he is the person originally registered, and 
unless the application be also supported by such evidence of the identity 
of the upplicant as the Registrar may deem sullicient. A fee of five rupees 
shall be charged for such duplicate certificate. 


Voluntary withdrawal of names from the Register of Registered 
: Practitioners. 

3. (a) Every application by a registered Medical Pragiitioner for the 
removal of his name at his own request from the Register of Registered 
Practitioners shall be accompanied by a declaration to be made by the 
applicant that he is not aware of any proceedings or of any reason for the 
institution of any proceedings which might result in establishing any cause 
for the erasure of his name from the Register of Registered Practitioners 
without his consent, or of depriving him without his consent of any quali- 
fication or license entitling him to be registered. 

(b) Every such application shall, in the first instance, be referred by the 
Registrar to the authorities who granted to the applicant his qualification 
or qualifications to ascertain whether there is any valid objection to such 
removal. 

(c) The Registrar shall bring such application before the next meeting 
of the Council, who will consider the application and any objection thereto; 
and the President may thereupon put from the Chair the question * whether 
the Registrar shall erase the applicant's name from the Register of 
Registered Practitioners.” . 
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(d) The Registrar shall, upon the removal of the applicant’s name from 
the said Register, send notice of such removal to the applicant by a letter 
addressed to his registered address. =
